The U.S. Dept. has just established 
a weather reporting station in East Jor-. 
dan, and time only, will tell whether or 
not this will assert us any aUnIDg: 3 a 
spell of bad. weather. 

The instruments consist of two regis- 
tering thermometers, one. each- for 
maximum and minimum, arain gauge, 
and a barometer. Reading is taken 
each day and records kept. So if you 
want to know how hotit was ona cer- 
tain day or how cold a certain night, or 
how much it rains during a severe 
storm, whether the sun shown, or from 
what direction the wind blew a week 
ago the 29th of Bebra cell the 
weather bureau. 

For instauce it rained 1.55 inches last 
Sunday, night and Monday A. M. and 
only .25 inch Thursday A. M. this week.

Hay Making | 
Demonstration 


Will Demonstrate New Syatedi 
Or Curing Alfalfa... 


Plans are rapidly being made for the 
big hay making. demonstration to be 
conducted by experts of M.S. C. on 
July 6th. The farm of J. H. Noble, one 
mile south and west of Advance on the 
East Jordan road has‘been selected as 
being as central for the entire County 
as possible and as-having the proper 
Set-up for this big event. 

The hay crop is the most valuable 
crop grown in Michigan, and at the 
same time.one of the most neglected. 
During the last ten years, thé average © 
value of this crop exceeded that of any 
other. V.-H. Church, State Crops 
Statistician, raports tha; the hay crop . 
was worth $57,969,000 per year to the 
State of Michigan}. this exceeded its 
nearest rival, corn, which ia valued at 
$52,855,000. 


Save 35,00 to $10.00 Per Ton 

Michigan’s hay crops are. highly 
perishable goods and must be handled . 
with some-degree of judgment if one is 
ta obtain the best results. - Improper 
curing and handling methods are re- 
sponsible for a large. portion of the poor 
quality hay that 1s. produced. This 
means a direct loss.to the grower, not. 
only in a lower grade hay if he desires 
to sell on the--commercial ‘market, 
which often results in his securing $5 
to $10-a ton less than market price for 
good hay, but also an actual loss in the 
feeding value of the -hay. 

In these northern states, the hay 
crops.are one of the most basic crops 
grown on the farm, Without such a 


crop upon which to base rations for 
livestock, much of the profits from such 
an industry would be erased. Crops 
unusually high in that much desired 
food factor, protein, need to be handled 
so that very little, if any, of this mater- 
ial is lost.- 

The character of alfalfa, having a 
comparatively small leaf surface with 
large succulent stems, makes it one of 
the hardest crops to handle without loss 
of its valuable properties. 


Quality of Hay 

Quality of alfalfa hay is the. same as 
in any hay, but the retention of. its 
green color and of its’ leaf surface are” 
two vital factors in feeding value of 
this legume. Alfalfa hay must be thor- 
oughly cured so that the stems are dry, 
otherwise one secures such results 
commonly called “Mow Burning” with 
which alfalfa growers are altogether 
too familiar. 

New Methods of curing hay may have : 
been developed which take into con- 
sideration these factors that do make 
up “quality” hay. This system is es- 
pecially effective in handling alfalfa, 
since it is alittle harder acrop to 
handle successfully than those grown 
more commonly. Hay making demon- 
Strations by the Farm Crops Depart- 
ment of the Michigan State College 
take each step in the handling of al- 
falfa, from cutting until the hay is 
cured. These ‘‘Hay Days’? have been 
unusually successful in creating inter- 
est in better quality hay. It also gives 
anyoné an unusually opportunity of 
seeing the different hay tools from sev- 
eral prominent implement pi aad 
working side by side. 

. It is expected that the date set for 
this Hay Making Demonstration will be 
about right for this years conditions, 
but there is a bare possibility that a 
change ic dates willbe necessary, so 
watch the papers for further announce- 
ments and make your plans to be there.

It also provides for | 
the purchase of a ‘small metal-clad 
airship for experimental ‘purposes. 

The. purpose of the. bill is to estab- 
lish ‘an aircraft program for the navy, 
to fix the number of available useful, 
planes, and to provide a five-year 
building -program ‘to farnish’ these 
planes. 

Secretary of the Navy -Wilbur has 
stated that his department. will be | 
able to finance the construction of the® 
additional planes without ‘askiig for 
more funds next year. than were ap- 
propriated for the uses.of. the navy 
this year. 

To meet the program laid down, the 
number. of aircraft on hand will be In- 
creased from 638 to 1,600 planes and 
maintained at that figure. 

The plans outlined call for the con- 
struction of 235 airplanes at a cost of 
$12,285,000 before June 30, 1927; 318 
planes at a cost of $16,228,750 before 


$17,582,500. before June 30, 1929; 857 
planes at a cost of $18,941,250 before 
June 30, 1929, and 3874 planes at a 
cost of $20,046,250 before June 30, 
1931. Thereafter 333 planes are to 
be constructed annually at‘a cost not 
“to exe-ed $17,476,250. : 

It is estimated the five-year pro- 
gram for airplanes alone will cost 
around $85,000,000.
